The Scranton Traction company yes-
terday opencd its belt llne from Hyde
Park to Providence, Forty minute trips
were made all day und the new depar-
ture avas stamped a dechied success,
Two transfers of passengers were nec-
esgary yestenday.

At the bridge double tracks wre
belng 1ald and the crossing over the
Delaware, Lackawannn and Western
trucks haz not yet been begun., When
these poinls ure again ship-gshape sev-
eril more cars will be added. The
rallroad company objects to the Truc-
tlon people laying their tracks on the
Tripp crossing owing to the steep
griade on the Hyde Park side. Persons
on ‘Taylor, Luzerne, Eynon or Wash-
burn ¢ars who wigh to go to the North
End will be glven transfers at the
corner of Luckawanns avenue and
Ninth street. The first car leaves at
G4v o'clock & m., and the last at 11
o'clock p, m. The Providence car runs
from the Marvine to Tripp's crossing.
Yesterday the connections were made
with commendable regularity.

Owing to the donble-tracking of the
hridge the West Side lines were worked
under dificulties yesterday, The com-
pany Is laying double tracks from
Franklin avenue to Seventh street, To
cross the bridge the planks had to be
turn up for the new track. In doing
this the company blocked the narth
half of the Lridge and an Improvised
fenice was bulit to guard off humanity
from the open parts. Vehicular traf-
fic was Impeded to great extent and
there were several blockades, Lut the
Job will be completed after a few houis
more work. To make up for the les-
ened number of cara on the Hyde Park
end of the bridge It was neces=ary fo
make fying trips, Lugerne car mads
the round In forty minutes; North Main
in forty; Washburn In fifteen, and
three Taylor cars were obliged to do
the work of the regular four and on
scheduled time, which is forty min-
utes for the round trip, To make this
time the cars were sped at thelr full
force of the power., Hot boxes were
matched for all day, The journals were

They Are Gothered and Prepared
from Suakes, Insects,Fishes, Tonds,

Beasts and Vegetables,

There is meat for mild surprise, savs
the Pitteburg News, In the stupendous
variety of supposedly medicinnl things
recipitulated  In the pharmacoposia,
but Incitement to astomishment in the
reftectivn that anybody was ever capia-

ble of im ng that some of them
might possesg curative virtues,

Al sel & of practitioners employ
cortain animal products, such, for in-

8l as tincture of Spanish MNies, the
Iu n eockroach, the polson of the
honey bee, an olly secrction of the

Leaver, the odoriferous secretion of the
musk deer and gerpent poigon. Excep-
tional local value Is given to some ma-
terinls of thisg clags which are not gen-
viully known by the profession, as in
Switzerlund, where consumptives are
supposed 1o derive much bepefit from
fecding upon golden beetles, and in
Viencaueln, where the horny snout of an
enormous beetle |8 suppoged to be a
sure cure for fits, and in several tropleal
countries, where the skin of a freshly
killed monkey, drawn on the left leg,
cures hernla,  But possibly those rem-
cdlvs He too close to the margin of faith
cires o be serfously consldered among
the things which have the authorita-
tive approval of u medieal school,

The  homeopathlie  pharamacopoelia,
publlshed no longer ago than 1878, men-
tions quite an interesting lot of anlmal
products recogniged a8 remedies in that
svatem of mediclne and gives Instrue-
thon in the methad of preparation of
qulte a lot of them. Varlous reptile
venoms figure consplcuously In the list,

The rattlesnake is Im demand for the
virug in the sacs at the roots of his
fangs. Two ways of getting It are rec-
ommended. In one his fangs are pulled
out, with the polgon sac attached, and
dropped  In  alcohol. By the other,
which would perhaps be more exciting
for the pharmaeist, the snake 8 to be
enraged, and, when his fury I8 greatest,
caused to bite repeatedly Into some ab-
sorptive substance, which is then im-
mersed in aleohol, Trituration in sugar
or milk prepares the virus for adminis-
tratlon, The Brazilian rattlesnake is
utillzed In the same way and seems to
be regarded as a yet more potent crea-
ture. A Rrazilian snake “which has the
pecullarity of belng able to move elther
forward or backward as It may desire,"
though not both ways at once, I8 also
aought for Its venom. Its whole jaw Is
triturated for medicine, Nala tripudl-
ang, the cobra de capello of India, also
affords good medlcine, but strong, for
ten drons of its venom must be diluted
with ninety drops of alcohol, or if tri-
turated with sugar of milk the same
proportions must be preserved. The
Itulian viper ylelds a virus—probably
when enraged, though that ls not specl-
fled—of which one drop Is enough to
triturate with ninety-nine grains of
sugar of milk. A tincture is made of
Seorplo emropaeas, the scorplon, “the
entive Hving anlmal”™ belng macergted
In five times his welght In aleohol, and
thut is also probably the way the centl-
ped e treatidd, though mere mention Is
accorded to him.

Closely ollled to the snake pofsons la
curire, n stbstance prepared by the In-
diagng of South America, particularly
thuse of Hritish Gulana, which Is sup-
puged to be made from varlous specles
af strychnos, with which are mingled
serpent viras, “tond venom,” ete,, with
rosins and gume 1o give congistence to
the nlee mess, 1ts Ingrodlents are ex-
wetly known by Its makers only, but its
powerful effoets commend it for triturna-
tion and preseription.

Tnsect e affords a great variety of
drues that, if not exactly odd them-
selves, perhaps have odd sources, The
gpiders head the list, and naturally the
torentula, that very blg and venomous
o fournd In the West Indies, Mexico
and California, holds first place. He ja
macerated inaleohol to make & tincture,
and It is observable that the directions
preeribe that “the entire living Ingect™
I# to be dropped into the fluld. A Cuban
Dlack spider may algo be trented in the
same alcoholic way or triturated with

sugar of milk.

&

The fishes contribute their share,
The common crabs found in rivers and
amall gtreams s pounded in a mortar,
voversd with three parts of alcohol, and
macerated seven or cight days hefore
filtering. Eminently satisfactorlly re-
sults might wlgo be attained by meking
A bisgue of him after he {8 pounded, but
the book saye nothing about that, The
dried blood of the king crab s triturated
with sugar of milk, The garnet red
Enropenn starfish, allve, I8 maceratead
in aleohiol for elght days and then fil-
tered, The gea nettle Is cut in pleces
wnd macerated in aleohol to mmake @
tineture, and will recelve no sympathy
from anybody who has ever come in
contaet with one while bathing. The
hide af the gigantic dolphin ( Delphinus
wmagonleus), which grows to be nine or
ten feet long, and Is only found at the
mouth of the Amazon river, Is to be
triturated, which is probably lahiorious,
but ought to give lots of medicine of
gorme sort,  Only the firgt cervical ver-
tetira of Gadus morrhoa, the codfizh, 12
deemed worth trituratlon with sugar of
milk for medicinal I[-ur;ms--n.

The beasts do not yvield mnach, aec-
cording to this code, The peculiar con-
tributions of vastor fiber and musk have
wlready been mentioned.  About the
most startling thing propoped i= the in-
tensely offunsive seeretion of Mephitis
nutorius, the skunk, which s to be ad-
minisiered In an aqueocus solution. And
hydrophoblnum, the virug of & rubid
dog, triturated with sugar of milk,
eeving elightly senzational. The hide,
with the hair upon It, of the Brazillan
deer, i9 to be triturated. And castor
cgul 2 surely an odd medicine, It is
the small, flat, oblong, rough, dark, hor-
ny substances seen growing on the In-
ner glde of a horse’'s leg about the fet-
lock, the anlmal's rudimentary thumb
nall. But when triturated with sugar
of milk it Is medicine,

PHOTOGRAPHING THOUGIHT.

Dr. Baradue Announces His Success
aud Shows the Flates.
From the London Standard.
It muy be rash to prenounce that any-
thing is beyond the photographer's art.

the Paris Academie de Med!clne by Dr.
Baraduc is g0 astonlshing that 1f he had
made it before Dr. Rontgen had rea-
dered his discovery public, very few
people would have Leen Inclined even
to inquire into the matter. Indeed, Dr.
Baraduc aflirms he has succeeded in
punotographing thought, and he has
shown numerous photographs in proof
of hia assertion,

Hils usuanl method of proceeding is
simple enough. The person whose
thought Is to be photographed enters a
dark room, places his hand on a photo-
graphie plate, and thinks intently of the
object the lmage of which he wishes to
see produced. It is stated by those who
have examined Dr. Baraduc's photo-
graphs that the most of them are very
cloudy, but that a few are compara-
tively distinet, representing the fea-

tures of peraong and the outlines of

things, Dr. Baraduc goes further, and
declares that It 1s possible to produce
a photographic image at a great dis-
tance.

Lr hiz communication to the Acade-
mie de Medleina he relates that Dr.
Istrate, when he was golng to Cam-
piana, at a distance of about 3M kilo-
metres from Bucharesty but before clos-
ing his eyes he willed with all his
might that his Image should appear on
the photographic plate of his friend.

According to Dr. Baradue that marvel
wis  accomplished.  Journallsts wno
have examined the photograph In ques -
tlon state that It consists 1n a kind
of luminous spot on the photographlie
plate, in the midst of which can be
traced the profile of a man,
